The races of the American Jockey Clnb were con- 


tinued on the Jerome Park course grounds yesterday, 
the second day of the spring meeting. The events, 
•whether classified as of the field, by storm or by 
flood, were at once exciting, unexpected, novel in 
consideration of the season of the year, and exhila- 
rating. The attendance of fashionable personages, 


. patrons of the turf and otherwise, was large and 


Brilliant, but the representation of the commercial 
and middle classes of the people was limited, in con- 
sequence of the anticipatory forebodings of uncer- 
tain if not stormy weather, which were uttered by 
thousands whose Me necessities or inclination either 
compel or prompt them to scan the appearance of 
the 
sky just 
after daybreak daily. 
An ex- 


cell_nt "second" day was had, however, the 
programme being fully carried out. There were 
jfour races—the first a premium of SSOO, for all ages, 
mile heals; the second for the Westchester Cup. 
valued at $1,500, two and a.auarter miles; the third 
the selling race, and the fourth a race for three year 
olds, premium $500, the starts, contests, style of 
running and result being in each instance noted and 
recorded in our columns. 


It la known to all travellers and observers of the 


routine habits of our common humanity, both on 
thla Continent and In the Old World, that the popu- 
lations of great cities slumber, enjoy quiet and again 
wake np during some few hours of the twenty-four, 
London being tranqulilzed and almost silent for a con- 
siderable space of time just before the morning 
dawn, while Paris sleeps off her agitations or dissi- 
pations in a doze, brief in duration, but sufficiently 
profound in effect to restore the mental energies and 
Tbodlly activity of her versatile and vivacious chil- 
dren. In London and Paris these moments of rest 
present an absolute necessity for physical 
recn- 


Deration. New York Is never asleep. 
Each hour In 


the day, from the opening to the close of the year, 
-rom the Infancy to the death of her people, does 
she send forth a stream of thinkers, workers, idlers, 
strangers and citizens—useful, worthless, known 
and unknown-^the mechanic, the writer, the 
business man, day laborer or oon vivant, who are 
either returning home to recruit their energies 
after a "fair day's labor," or issuing forth to an 
early and earnest renewal of the battle of life, or 
roaming around in quest of shelter and sedative 
after exhaustive hours 111 spent and unprofitable, 
•wasted in the pursuit and enjoyment of what they 
term pleasure. 
Such is the daily me of the 
American metropolis. It was unchanged yesterday, 
with the exception that the people at large remem- 
bered the day was the second of "the races at Ford- 
ham." and determined, very universally, to enjoy It 
tn a becoming manner, me morning opened dark 
and threatening. A heavy shower of rain fell sud- 
denly about eight o'clock. 
Fifth avenue was even 
then on the quiwve for the races; but Fifth, ave- 
nue, in its hopeful fair ones and "bloods" 
of 
dash 
and venmre, soon experienced 
a 
lassitude of feeling, accompanied by a depression 
of spirits, such as ever premonish persons of flne 
sensibilities of the approach of unpleasant weather 
or storm. The rain soon ceased, however, and the 
morning hours wore on with a light, variable, yet 
pleasant wind. At half-past ten o'clock th9 belles 
spoke of their dresses, and determined that they 
••must go" to the "Park." Indulgent parents gave 
orders to their servants "to look to the team and 
carriage," with experienced advleo as to the tint 
and colors of the robes, shawls, parasols, gloves, 
and so forth, suitable to the occasion, and likely to 
show to the oest advantage in the actual condition 
of the atmosphere, the light and the shade. Sporting 
men commenced to move about; "fast" horses were 
looked to and the gearing made "all right." Some 
law of our traders hied to the livery stables, while 
the middle and working classes talked of the "cars" 
and the "railroad" as well aa the propriety or other- 
wise of "venturing the children," all or any of the 
number, out.

Some said it "would turn out 
Bhowery In the afternoon," while others wore quite 
positive in their guarantee of continued sunshine.

Promptly at the appointed bonr, three o'clock, 


the racing commenced. The track was in most exe- 
crable condition from the heavy rain that lell an 
hour or two previously, and at the time the first 
race was called was fetlock deep in sort mud, ren- 
dering all attempts at fast time impossible. Yet the 
running was gooa in every race, though it was of a 
character to upset the calculations of those who 
thought themselves sufficiently posted on the horses 
entered to form an accurate judgment. Many of 
them lost heavily, as the favorites did not come 
quite np to the standard of their backers, except in 
one instance, that of the selling race, which Flora 
Mclvor won, and were uniformly beaten. 


There were four races on the programme, all of 


which were run-the first being miie heats; the sec- 
ond was for the Westchester Cup, a dash of two 
miles and a quarter; the third a selling race, and the 
fourth a dash of a mile and an eighth, for three year* 
olds. In the mile heat race there were seven entries, 
all of which came to the post. They were Colonel 
McDaniel's oay horse Eed Dick, John O'Donnell's 
brown horse E. B. Connolly, McConnell &. Thomn- 
son's bay horse vauxhail. L. B. Holland's bay geld- 
ing Corsican, J. J. O'Fallon's brown Ully Alta Vela, 
Bowie & Hall's bay colt Yiley and K. W. Walden's 
chestnut horse Metairie. - Red Dick won the race, 
taking the first and third heats, much to the aston- 
ishment of the backers of Vauxhall and Metairie. 
The struggle m the firei heat lay between Red 
Dick and vanxhall. The second heat Red Dick did 
not 
rnSi for, 
and 
It was 
won 
by R. B. 
Connolly after a close struggle with Vauxhall. In 
this heat Metairie was lelt at the post at the start. 
He followed on, however, for a quarter of a mile, 
but finding there was no possibility of <5vef taking 
the others in the race his rider pulled him up. In 
the third heat all the horses were out of the Face ex- 
cepting Eed Dlek and R. B. Connolly, each of whom 
had won a heat, this being the rule of the American 
Jockey Club. The issue now lay between Bed Dick 
and Connolly, and the betting was heavy on ic, and 
generally in lavor ol Connolly at two to one. The 
heat was an interesting affair for about three-quar- 
ters of a mile, during which it was well contested, 
but after that Red Dick seemed to have it all 
his own way, and came home an easy winner of the 
heat and race. 
The second race, the Westchester Cup, which was 
the feature of the day, was a capital race, although 
not so many horses started in it as was expected 
from the nnmber of entries. There were nineteen 
entries for this cup. only five of which put in an ap- 
pearance. They were:—J. J. O'Fallon's bay filly The 
Banshee, Thos. Buford's bay colt Pleasureville, John 
O'Donnell's chestnut colt General Duke, Thomas S. 
Nichols' brown colt Abdel Kader and J. W. Weldon's 
chestnut horse Local. The race was won by The 
Banshee after a spirited contest, in which au took 
part, although the principal struggle lay between 
The Banshee and PleasurevlUe. Local, who was the 
favorite in the race, after it was ascertained that 
Lancaster had declined it on account or the muddy 
condition of the track, was the last at the finish, and 
sadly disappointed most of his ardent admirers- The 
winner of the race acquitted herself admirably, al- 
though she was thought to be or so little account 03 
to have sold very low in the pools, previous to her 
victory, bringing not more than $so in a pool of 
{800. 
The third race was the selling race. This race is 
so called on account of the horses being assigned a 
fixed value, and their weights are regulated in accord- 
ance with It. For this there were three entries only— 
J. W. Weldon's bay mare Flora Mclvor, carrying 104 
pounds; 
M. H. Santord's chestnut colt Oberon, 
carrying 101 pounds, and F. Morris' chestnut colt 
Boaster, carrying ninety-six pounds. The race was 
a dash of one mile and three-quarters. It was a 
capitally contested race tor a mile and a half, when 
Flora Mclvor took a decided lead, which brought 
her to the score a winner. 
The fourth race was a dash ol one mile and an 
eighth, for three year olds, which had eight entries, 
all of which came to the post. They were Mr. J. F. 
Purdy's chestnut colt ~V<:spucIus, Mr. O'Fallon's 
chestnut colt, Mr. Constable's brown colt Clengary, 
R. W. Cameron's brown oily Inveruglas, M. A.

The race was won by Yespuclus, beating Mr. 
O'Fallon's colt by a head. The conduct of VSSDU- 
cina m this race was very singular, wnile his run- 
ning showed him to be a colt of remarkable speed 
and great racing powers- During the race he bolted 
twice, once after passing the quarter pole, when he 
nearly went over the fence with his jockey, and 
again on the lower turn; yet with both these mis- 
haps he ran through the horses on the homestretch 
and came In a winner by a head. Thla was another 
instance in which the favorites were beaten by a 
horse not thought of among the starters, he being 
merely sold as a fielder, no one dreaming that he 
had the most remote chance of success or that he 
would have any other position than "the heel of tho 
hunt." Mr. O'Fallon's colt was tne favorite, Olen- 
gary the next In favor, then Legatee and Inveru- 
glas,andailthe others comprised the field. In point 
of interest this race was equal to any of the others, 
and was particularly satisfactory except to those 
who had taken the favorites against the field.

SHOCKING DISASTER AT LODI. N. J. 


Five 3Icn TaUo Arwenie by Unmake—Four of 


Them l)cu.d and the Other Nut Impeded to 
Recover. 
A shocking occurrence or Involuntary suicide by 


wholesale happened yeaterdny at the print works 
at Lodl, N. J., a little hamlet situated on tho banks 
or tho Passalc river, about two miles from Passalc 
village, whereby four men came to their death and a 
fifth was in a dying condition at five o'clock last 
evening. It seems those men, who were Hollanders, 
employed in the Lodl Print Works, have been in the 
habit of concocting a beverage composed of water 
mlxod with a small quantity of oil or vitriol, to which 
was added a drop or so of alcohol to give It a splrlt- 
noui flavor. Just belore dinner yesterday five or 
the workmen decided to partake or the usual stimu- 
lant and entered the room where the chemicals arc 
fcopt for that purpose. It so happened that tha man 
in charge of the room, who usually supplied tho 
cliler ingredients of the hazardous decoction, was 
absent, and accordingly the men essayed to help 
themselves. Instead or taking the jar containing 
the vitriol, however, they took tho one next to It, 
which was filled with arsenical acid, or the essence 
of arsenic In a very concentrated form, and of which 
they partook in abont the same proportion they usu- 
ally did of the vitriol. The consequence was, in a 
short time all were taken violently sick, wUb terri- 
ble spasms and grlplngs. and two ot them, named 
Jacob BreeiKbe and Kohbertz, died in less than an 
hour. Two others lingered until half-past three, 
when their agVinles were relieved by death; And tho 
fifth, a young man, was apparently dying last even- 
Ing. All those tnat died were men or family. 
The occurrence has cast a gloom over the whole 
community, and there was considerable excitement 
dvcn at raterson, at which place the report was re- 
ceived last night in a terribly exaggerated form. 
The above are the main facts of the case, which, it H 
to b» hoped, win prove a warning auMcieftt to put 
aa end to such « dgagerpuj pra.cu<;e.

Tall chimney tops were quickly lelt be- 
hind, while the hum of commerce was but faintly 
heard and gladly forgotten, and away went the 
General Sedgwick, pnfflns briskly towards Gowanus 
bay, where, 31 ill as the green churchyard that lies 
beyond it, the yachts stood awaiting their signal to 
deport. Now, whatever the result of the contest 
should be, it was apparent that the yachtmen were de- 
termined to have a gala event.

It commenced from the 
anchorage in the bay to a stakeboat off Coney Island 
Point, turning it to eastward; thence to a stakeboat 
off the Horseshoe, rounding it from west to east, and 
then to the home stakeboat, rounolng it from east 
to west. It was also provided that the schooners— 
and their absence from the contest was sadly 
missed—and the first and second class sloops, after 
rounding the stakeboat at the Horseshoe, should 
proceed to a stakeboat at the outer bar buoy, round- 
ing it from south to north and then home. The 
members of the committee, consisting of Messrs. 
W. McSionnies, W. H. Douglass, C. Condlt, A. E. 
Lewis arid C. T. Lippett, were at the anchorage 
shortly alter eleven o'clock, and, the preliminary 
arrangements having been made, the yachts were 
ordered to get in readiness by a signal given at 
twenty minutes past eleven o'clock. It should be 
mentioned that according to the new rules the 
measurement on the water line aud the canvas are 
proportionate to the midship section. Tbe flag was 
run up for the first class schooners to start, of which, 
however, only one put In an appearance, and that 
signal was repeated for each of the other classes in 
succession—the first at 11:21:?, the second at 11:28:30 
and the third at 11:23:10.

There was scarcely any wind, and when the first 
signals were given tne yachts crept slowly onward 
just like so many lazy schoolboys.

The course was from Erith round the Nore lightship 


and back to Gravesend, and tne prizes were £100 for 
the first vessel and £30 for the second. The Muriel 
Fiona and Menai set their balloon topsails, the rest 
working topsails, and all carried theflrsc working 
Jibs.

Few Facts About the Cambria—Tho JSizi- 
prpsn Eugenie's Prize. 


LONDOS, May 27,1889. 


A meeting waa held at Portsmouth, in the county 


or Hants, ror the purpose of considering the best 
means of carrying out a regatta at that port aurinf 
the ensuing summer. A letter waa-read from th< 
Secretary of the Royal Albert yacrfTlub, stating 
that that club would bo willing to act in conjnnctlo 
with the Town Regatta Committee, and would hold 
their regatta on the day appointed for that ol tbj 
town. 


It was determined that a suitable prize should be 


offered to be sailed lor by the yachts belonging to 
the New York and Royal Albert Yacht Clubs. The 
committee appeared most anxious that every con- 
sideration should be shown to the American yachts 
and expressed a determination to do ail in their 
power to bring about an equitable match between 
the vessels of the two nations. 
The Cambria arrived off Brighton on Tuesday 
25th of May. It is reported that her new rudder has 
turned out In a great measure a failure; she Is to be 
fitted with one 
on the old plan. She Is at 
present fitted with oue of Mr. Crolt'a patent rudders. 
The patent consists in securing a piece or iron, some- 
what resembling the blade of a propeller, on either 
side of the rudder at a certain angle. Mr. Crort 
claims for his patent that It increases the speed ol 
the vessels to which it is fitted, and that vessels so 
fitted steer better than others. Such may be the 
rule, but If so the Cambria Is an exception, as she 
certainly does not steer so well as she did last year, 
and It is very doubtful ir she is as last aa she was.

Thames is not a place to 
race large 
vessels 
ut 
all, 
more 
especially 
large schooners, bnt when schooners are matched 
against small cutters and have to pay the penalty 
for increased tonnage In the same ratio as cutters, the 
disadvantages under which they sail are enormous, 
aud it requires a yachtman of more than ordinary 
pluck to start his vessel at such long odds. There 
is, however, one fact that cannot be concealed, al 
the cutters, little and big, ran the Cambria, at a time 
too, when she could carry a square sail and a sqnari 
topsail, and during a good working breeze. Tma 
bespeaks something wrong, and the error must be 
found out before the 5th of Juno, on which day tho 
first schooner match of the season takes place. Tho 
course will be from Erith to the Nore light, the Cam- 
bria, Egerla, Evadne and Giorlanna are the pro- 
bable starters, and unless the Cambria mcuda her 
pace she will flnd herself In the wake of the Glorl- 
unna. 
The regatta of the Royal squadron will take place 
during the first week In August, then follows tne 
Royal Victoria regatta, and after thac the Royal 
Albert and Port or Portsmouth regatta. 
The Empress or France has presented a prize of 
£200 to be competed for t>y yachts of all nations. It 
is expected that the race will take place on the 2d of 
August.

Loss About £15,OOO. 


Abont ciuiit o'clock last evening a destructive Ore 


occurred at No. 353 Pearl street, occupied by White- 
head .t urothers aa a paper box manufactory. T no 
n ro occurred on tho Jourth floor of the structure, 
which is a five story brick. Messrs. Wbiteheod * 
Brothers arc also the occupants of the third floor, 
and sustained about $3,000 damage. Tho flrst floor 
and cellar la occupied by Francis A. Bcggs, dealer in 
metals, who loses $500. The second floor is occupied 
by E. Bourne A Co.. printers, who sustain about 
tl.ooo. 
Tho flro extended to the adjoining building No. 
386 occupied by Spooner, Broshus & Co., manufac- 
turers of paper boxes, who aiso occupied the filth 
floor of NOB. 858 and 360. The damage by water is 
estimated at $t>,000. The flrsi floor ol No. 860 aro oc- 
cupied by A. Lnson, dealer in leather, who sustained 
abont $200. The other floors or the bonding ta occu- 
pied by B. Hess, paper box manufacturer, whose 
toss was trifling. The building, which is owned by 
Robert Morris, waa damaged abont $5,000. As tho 
occupants wore absent the insurance could not be 
ascertained Owing to the inflammable nature of the 
contents tho fire was with dtfllculty controlled by 
tho department, who worked with their usual energy 
and system. The Fire Marshal and his assistant, 
officer Remisch, were cany on tno gronnd investiga- 
ting toe circumstances attending the couflagatlon.

ALBANY, N. T., June 8, ise.1. 


At nine o'clock this morning the National Typc- 
rraphicai union reconvened in the Aw^mbly Cham- 
ber, and after the- delivery of a most Impreaslre 
prayer by Eev. Dr. Sprague the Convention waa 
pened for regular business, the President, Robert 
McKechnle, in the cfiolr. 


The minutes ot the previous day's session were 


read and approved). 


The special committee, composed of Messrs. Whlt- 


tington, Beasley, McVieker ftarfleid, and Murray, ap- 
pointed to examine the credentials of certain proxy 
leiegates, reported, through" their chairman, Mr. 
Whlttington, and presented a onanlmons report 
In favor of admitting all the delegates who were 
iresent as proxies, setting forth that so far as the? 
had been able to determine the credentials were reg- 
ularly issued, deprecating the wholesale manner in 
which representation oy proxy Is carried on, and 
recommending that the constitution be so amended 
as to determine the question or the regularity of such 
delegations. 


The report was accepted, and a motion for its 


adoption was lost. Several resolutions amendatory 
of the report were offered, all of which were very 
severe on the proxies. One or them in particular, 
offered by T. S. Conklln, of New YOTE, calling for 
he rejection of the credentials of Jamea A. Harris, 
Wm. Irvine, K. McKechnle, C. B. Gatter, Wm. Tnr- 
ner, John Hart. H. Dlehr, L. J. WasDburne and Cor- 
nelius HaHoran, on the ground that this Convention 
la of the opinion that they were not regn- 
arly elected by the Unions they claim to represent. 


A warm discussion ensued, In which Messrs. 


Whlttington, Beasley, ConfcUn, Troup and other 
gentlemen participated- Charges were flung around 
at random against the special committee for not hav- 
ing thoroughly investigated the credentials of prox- 
ies, and against Individuals for having expressed 
themselves in hotels and other places as unable to 
tell what Union they camfr here to represent, and 
numerous interrogatories were pat by the debating 
delegates to each other regarding the statements 
made. 
In the course of the debate on Mr. Conklin's re- 
solution the CHAIRXAK decided that explanatory 
communications offered to te read relative to the 
admission of the delegates from Montgomery, Ala., 
and Columbia, S. C., were in order. 
A point of order was raised, objecting to the react- 
ing, and the CITATO overruled the point. 
Mr. TEODP appealed from the decision of the 
Chair, upon which the yeas and nays were called, 
and the chair was sustained by the following 
vote:—Teas 48, nays 39. 
The commnnications were then read, showing tna 
regularity of the Columbia credentials, and author- 
izing Mr. Thomas Willard, of Albany Union, No. 4, to 
select a delegate to represent the Montgomery (Ala.y 
Union, and flu in such name in tne signed and sealed 
credentials transmitted. The corresponding secre* 
tary of the Columbia Union stated that the depressed 
state of trade in Colombia at the present time ren- 
dered it impracticable for the Union to send a dele- 
gate direct from their body to represent them In this 
Convention as they are entitled to be represented. 
It was farther stated in the correspondence mat' 
Columbia Union was emphatically opposed to tho. 
question of the admission of negroes. 
The Montgomery credentials were filled by the in- 
sertion of the name of Mr. Hailoran, of Albany, who 
tens became a proxy on behalf ot the Montgomery 
Union. 
Mr. TTtT.mmiT addressed the Convention in expla- 
nation, and said that when the request was made to 
him to act in behalf ol the Montgomery (Ala.) Union 
he accepted the trust, believing that there were 
matters to come before the Convention on which that 
Union was entitled to be heard, and regretted to find 
that personal motives on the part of the,gentlemaa 
from New York should have led him to assume such. 
a ground. 
The debate assumed a very extended range, and 
Mr. FLYSK, of Washington, rose and stated that inas- 
much as these matters were purely local, and in no 
wise connected with the proper business of the' Na- 
tional Union, he hoped the Convention would pro- 
ceed with its proper business. Otherwise the Wash- 
ington delegation would feel constrained to with- 
draw. 
B. S. MESAkm, of Philadelphia, made a spirited 
speech, in the course of which he stated that the 
whole of this controversy and objection as to tha 
proxy delegations arose iroiii a faction tight between 
members or the New YorK Union, who came here 
to dispute their object. They had certain schemes 
to accomplish, but feared defeat by the proxies, and 
Mr. Troup came here as the prosecuting attorney in 
these measures. 
Mr. TRotrp objected to personalities, and somo 
little confusion ensued. 
Mr. MENAiii>' apologized for the personal allu- 
sion, and stated that he wished to ask why It waa 
that this objection to proxies waa not raised at the 
Washington, Memphis and other conventions? He 
knew or fifteen proxies that were delegated to the 
Washington Convention, but no question as to their 
eligibility was raised, because they were strong 
enough to carry their measures. 
After some further debate the previous question, 
on tne substitution of Mr. Conkun's resolution for 
tbe report of the committee, was called, aad the 
yeas and nays demanded, with the following re- 
sult:—Yeas, 02; nays, 42. The motion was therefore 
carried, rejecting the delegates named. 


HELSON W. YOUNO, or New York, rose to ask if 
these delegates were constitutionally expelled, and 
enter his protest against the proceeding. 
Mr. JOHN HART, of New York, advanced to th« 
front of the bar and stated that if this proceeding 
were to stand as the action of this body the National 
Union must take the consequences. If they could 
thus afford to throw overboard all the poorer Unions 
who were unable to send sole delegates, he, in tne 
name of the Union he represented, hereby demanded 
his credentials from the Secretary or this Conven- 
tion, and aesired to withdraw. 
A great deal of confusion ensued, In the course of 
which other delegates exclaimed, "And we will 
leave, too." 
Mr. FLYNN, of Washington, raised the point of or- 
der that the vote was illegal, the proper determina- 
tion of such questions requiring a two-thirds vote. 
The PKKSIDENT decided the point well token, and 
bis decision was appealed from. 
Mr. YOUNG, of New York, then rose and stated that 
so far he had refrained from taking any very promi- 
nent position on [his question. His credentials had 
not been onicially passed upon, but they would bo 
found all right and he, therefore, claimed the right 
of speaking on this subject. He now desired to state 
that the interests of the craft throughout the coun- 
try were of paramount Interest In this Convention 
and that the course now being followed was uncon- 
stitutional; that it was illegal to thus exclude dele- 
gates whose eligibility had been passed upon by 
the committees appointed for that purpose, in order 
to prove the unconstitutionally of this action ho 
would refer to a gentleman who had been looked up 
to as a law maker in this body, and who had volu- 
minous documents spread upon the minutes. Ac 
tne Washington Convention Mr. Oberly fliiea iu cre- 
dentials for flireen proxies, and the custom uutll 
now had been universally recognized, and Mr. R. F. 
Kerr, of New York, who waa now present, could 
prove the fact. 
The yeas and nays being taken on the appeal from 
the decision of the C'hair tn« decision was overruled 
by the following vote:—Nays 56, yeas 32, 
A recess of fifteen minutes was then taken to 
allow the Convention to bo photographed iu a body 
in front or the Capitol, which was accomplished 
under some dlnicaltiea, owing to the lowering sky 
and the shadows cast by the heavy foliage of tiie 
trees in the Capitol park. 
Upon the reassembling of tt>e Convention invita- 
tions were accepted from the .state Library and tho 
State Historical Society, requesting the pleasure of 
a visit from the members of tho Convention to the 
establishments under the charge of the two socie- 
ties named. 


PETEK A. CROSBY, of the Montreal Typographical 
Union, moved that Inasmuch as tne evidence of tho 
cleuuon of Mr. Tronp as a delegate from the Mon- 
treal Union has been received, he be admitted to a 
seat aa such delegate. Referred to the Committee 
on Credentials. 


A resolution waa adopted making tho election of 
oiiicora of the Convention the special order of busi- 
ness for half-post eight o'clock this evenma, and the 
Convention was, at half-past twelve o ciock r. M., 
adjourned until that nonr. 


TIIE EXCURSION. 
Shortly after two o'clock the members of the Con- 
vention, together with a number of friends, em- 
barked on board the steamer Came under an Invi- 
tation extended by the committee of arrangements 
on behalf of Albany Typographical Union No. 4, for 
an excursion and pleasure trio up and clown the 
river. The vessel nrst proceeded up as far as Trov, 
whan the excursionists disembarked and proceedeVt 
to Harmony Hall, where a choice collation whictx 
hud been prepared for them was duly honored. Re- 
embarking on the Carrie the vessel waa headed- 
down the stream and proceeded on a pleasant run, 
of eight or ten miles below Albany, returning to the 
city about seven o'clock. The weather was very 
pleasant, thongh somewhat cool, and after tho ex- 
citing proceedings of the morning session the trip* 
was heartily enjoyed by all who participated In tho 
debates as well as the excursion.

LONDON, May 29,1889. 


The time has arrived for a great reform In Eng- 


land—a reform of which people have hitherto 
thought rather than spoken, but the active.dlscnasion 
ol which cannot be longer postponed. This reform la 
nothing less than the entire abolition of hereditary 
legislation—the sweeping away of the Housa of 
Lords as an hereditary Doay. At first glance such a 
proposition may appear extravagant, and those who 
are not closely watching the progress of events may 
well bo pardoned for doubting tnat the British peo- 
ple could ever be brought to sanction such a sacrilege 
of their glorious constitution. But for many yeara 
past the conviction has been forcing itself, 
slowly it is. true, 
but 
not 
the 
less surely, 


upon tho minds of the English masses that 
the Uouse of Peers, as at present constituted, la an 
Institution utterly unfitted to tho age In which we 
live, entirely removca from sympathy with the peo- 
ple and inconsistent with the Idea of free govern- 
ment, it is true that the Lords have hitherto 
evinced a disposition to yield to popular sentiment, 
although reluctantly and at tho eleventh hour. 
Catholic emancipation, tho repeal ot the Corn lawa,

rauie tne lools and knaves happen to be the de- 
bceiidaats of the heroes, tliu courtiers or the robbers 
or a bygone century. His grace Che Date of Stiltoa 
may be aaold and as rich as you please; but if hia 
liea.l happens to be tilled wjttt maggots, line hla 
mvorlte cheese, in place ol brains. Why should the 
accident or birlh euuUu him to put hla veto upon the 
win of tiio people and to bloclt the wheolfl of the 
v orhi'8 prujireas ? 


The Peers »f Great Britain are entitled to respect. 
They have in their time done many noble acta, and 
there are among them, even in the present daj men 
or hnih Honor and of brilliant attainments. 
But 


they might bo all imbeciles, ruffians or rascals, and 
under the ecu ot hereditary legislation their power 
v.'oulo be just tho same. It is this evil which requires 
to be removed, and such a man as John Hrlght can- 
nut no better than devote himself to its eradication, 
it should, indeed, be the preparatory step to all other 
reforms, for it is absolutely necessary to get th« 
mumbling block of an Irresponsible legislative 
body—a House that la beyond tho reach of tho 
people—out of tho 
way 
before any material 
headway can be made on the road at reform. 
Here and tficre an inch may be gained through 
tliu presMire of lear or in tho hope ol stopping 
further progress; but when a real advance is at- 
tempted tlie barrier will be raised which nothing 
unort ot revolution will overcome. Better for all 
that the obstruction should be removed peacefully 
aud const.uiiiunaiiy than that it should be swept 
away by Uio fury of tho Htonn.

image? Let the House of Lorcte still be composed of 
men who ire in possession of that desirable qnaiifl- 
vatiou—-"a stake to the nation;" let Its members be 
couflned to the nobility, to dukes, marquises, earls 
and tneir descendants; but let the people elect tlie 
Peers as they elect the Commons, and give them the 
whole ranee or the nobility, young and old, to choose 
from. By SUCH a radical reform only can the country 
Ce freed from an evil which thousands are beginning 
to deplore, and which If not peaceably removed 
awaits only the first practical manifestation to be 
swept away by revolution. 
It is with such a conviction pressing npon their 
minds that people are now asking, 'SV bat will the 
House of Lords ao with the Irish Church bill f The 
friends of the Church—or, more properly speaking 
the friends of ita special privileges, wealth and 
slotlifulness—are using all their efforts to induce the 
rejection of tne measure on its second reading, but 
Euny persons who ought to be well Informed pre- 
dict tnat the Peers will prefer the less direct method 
or slaughtering it by amendments to which the 
ministerial and liberal party in the House will be un- 
able to agree. All concur in the statement that the 
Lords are bitterly opposed to disestablishment and 
disendowment, and that if their assent should be 
eventually won ic would only be under compulsion, 
as it were, and (com the apprehension that it would 
not be altogetner safe to attempt to stem the cur- 
rent 
of popular opinion. A 
few 
may

found who believe the 
Lords will actually 
pass the bill without material amendment and these 
trust to Lord Salisbury's wisdom and moderation 
to guide the Peers irom the dangerous rock of oppo- 
sition to the will of the people. Last year Lord 
Salisbury declared that in hia view an hereditary 
body was from its very nature debarred from de- 
feating a measure npon which the nation had already 
set the mark of approval, and it is hoped by tome 
that this liberal and just sentiment will control the 
action of the Upper Souse on the Irish Churcn bill. 
It 8oes -not seem probable, however, tnat tnese hopes 
will be fulfilled. It may be that prudence or lear 
may prevent the Lords from rejecting on its second 
reading a measure wmch has carried so recently a 
large majority into the House of Commons, and 
which has met such a decided support from the 
popnlar branch of Parliament In all Its stages; but 
the%hances are that the bill will be materially modi- 
fied, and taat before it is ttnally disposed of it will 
be the subject of conference between the two houses. 


The S>lfflc&lty frith America. Relative to tlie 


Aln&ama. Claims. 


The London Times of the 2Sth nit. has an editorial 


reviewing the letter of the Messrs. Laird regarding 
the building of tae Alabama, Irom which we make 
the following extracts:— 


The truth of taa matter is—and bv this'time the 
Americans must be well aware" of it—tnat our 
offence, if any •» as committed by ns, consisted in the 
defects of a law which allowed so much to be done 
as is here confessed to have been done by Messrs. 
Laird. It will not escape the notice of the public 
that tnongh the builders of the Alabama confined 
themselves prudently te the terms of their contract, 
although they sold and delivered simply an empty 
ahio, and kept themselves aloof from all the pro- 
ceedings which ultimately turned her into a man- 
of war, they did. nevertheless know they were bnild- 
Ing a ship lor the Confederate navy, and that they 
hsd delivered her into the hands ol those who would 
complete her for Its service. It is likewise admitted 
that, though Mr. Laird, the member for Birkenhead, 
was not actually at that time a partner In the firm, 
he also knew of the banding of the Alabama and of 
the purposes for which she was btnlt. The ques- 
tion, therefore, and tfie only question, w whether 
the omlssioa In oar jurisprudence which per- 
mitted these proceedings renders ns liable for 
any of the consequences which followed them. 
We may almost 
venture to sav—though 
we 
should not object to have the point debated—that 
tnere was no negttgeoeo on the part ol our govern- 
ment under the law as It stood. "We doubt very 
much if the Alabama could have been seized, save at 
the peril of the government, and it is more than 
probable that the authorities, if they had ventured 
on detaining her, would have been compelled, 
as alterwards in the oase of the Alexandra, to 
pay the costs ol an arbitrary and unlawful not. 
But, this being the state of the oase. It may 
poss.bly be argued that we owa compensation for 
the defects of our law, if not for the carelessness of 
those who administered it. 
"We cannot but see, 
as constituting a kind of case against ourselves, 
that, notwithstanding all Messrs. Laird's disclaimers, 
nobody doubted the real destination of the vessel they 
were building. That she was designed for a vessel 
of war was never so much as disguised; that sha 
was Intended for the service of 'the Confederates 
was universally understood. Official Inspectors and 
private spies were watchmsr her, and were enabled 
to watch her day after day. It does little good to 
prove the publicity of all these proceedings, for, in 
fact, there was no need, ot secrecy. So long as th'e ~vea- 
•el was neither armed nor equipped she did not come 
under the cognizance of the law, but everybodv did 
Buepect her, tuid the suspicions were certainly* well 
founded. » • • Itneeds, however, noproofatall, 
because, as we have before observed, it is nowhere 
really believed that between the escape of the Ala- 
bama, BJ< now ae'ailed by .Messrs. z,aird, and tfle 
proclamation of neutrality, aa denounced by Mr. 
tiuomer, there was absolutely no connection what- 
ever, it is rery doubtful it there was any negli- 
gence at an, and most assuredly there was was no 
wilful or malicious negligence on the cart or our 
authorities in permitting the Alabama to get to sea. 
All we can admit IB, that if it had really been Illegal 
to build such a vessel, or not illegal to seize her 
when bnllt, it might have been better, not only for 
the federals, but for ourselves also. The precedent 
might be a very mischievous one for ns In time of 
war If the ibiptmilderg of other countries were to 
take luch contracts aa Messrs. Laird took at 
Birkenhead. 
The fact Is, the more our cor- 
respondents 
insist 
on 
tbe 
regularity 
and 
openness 
of 
the 
transaction, 
the 
more 
completely they e3tpose the weakness of the law. 
They did, to all Intents auit purposes, baild a, ghvp- 
of-war for tbe American Insurgents with a full 
knowledge of what they were doing. They made 
no attempt at concealment, because concealment 
up to a certain point was unnnecosdaiy. They could 
not be prevented from building the hall of a 
man-of-war to order, and they took care to do no 
more. They "were never informed by the pur- 
chaser of the Alabama of the arrangements he had 
made for manning, arming, equipping and commis- 
sioning that vessel at a foreign port." Of course not. 
Both parties were wise enough to kuep clear of uuca 
confidences; but Messrs. Laird do not show us by 
their elaborate explanations how much was to be 
done with complete Impunity in each matters as 
these. We accept in their literal truth all they tell 
us about the terms of the contract. We do not aup- 
poso they exacted any exorbitant conditions trom 
the purchaser, for tnere was no reason why they 
Bhould, Guarding themselves, as they took care to 
flo, they ran no extraordinary risk. They neither 
manned the Alabama nor equipped her; nor did they 
inquire how she was to be manned, or where she 
was to bo equipped. They only prepared her com- 
pletely for receiving her equipment and crew, and 
toen they took the money and watlied ttieir hands ol 
tne Job. In all this tnere was nothing Illegal, and 
it Is precisely because there was nothing illegal that 
our government denied its respons.biiity lor tne con- 
sequenclcfl. But although, it may be very doubtful 
how far one State is accountable to another for the 
Incompleteriec8 or Us laws, it is clear that In tne 
case before us the law did leave a great deal unpro- 
vided for.

Since my la.at correspondence Paris bos taken 
\ long breath of exultation over the unexpected 
faeces* of the elections- The papers of the opposi- 
lon have recommenced their exhortations and ad- 
rice to the electors or those circumscriptions in 
which a final and accond trial will give the exact 
keynote of the diapason of public opinion all over 
France. There are, including Paris and the depart- 
ments, no less than twenty circumscription* in 


hich this second trial, or ballot, la necessary. 


Wherever a candidate did not attain a majority 
ol half the number ot electors and one vote over this 
kalf. ha failed and the ballot enauea. At the ballot lie 
must attain the relative majority, however large bo 
the number or electors. Under these conditions 
differences and grievances have to be put aside for 
tne sake of union in one sole aim—f. e., the defeat 
of the official candidate; therelore is this period a 
roost exciting one in Paris, Lyons and Marseilles, 
where the opposition h»s ujj to this been triumph- 
ant. In tbe clrcamscnptlona where three or four 
candidates have come ronh and neither of them 
been elected, the one or two who havo the least 
numbers of votes give what they bad over to tne 
one or their political opinion who had the most. 
Thus In the Seventh circumscription Jules Favrehod 
12.000, Bochefort 10,000 and Cantairrci 7,437; tho two 
who are to ballot are Jules Fuvrc and Kochefort and 
unntagrel gives hia T.+37 voten to Kocheroru Many 
politicians think there In every probability that 
Kochefort will be elected. 
Thl» and M. Tillers' eircnmsenptiftn nre now the 
two which offer mo»t Intercut. The i/rench have 
been taxed by the foreign press with 'Ingratitude for 
being BO forgetful or the gervlce* or Jnlca Pavre and 
Tillers aB to have carried their votca away from them 
to give them to their rivals. Little doubt, however. 
exists bnt that Thlors win be re-elected; aa to Jules 
Favre, be has alienated many partiMna for his ai- 
tacntnent to the cfuwe ot Rome and the clergy. 
Thlors, being an advocate for tho military occupation 
of Home by the French, met with ill-favor for the 
»ame cause, very probably. Friends of order la 
Prance share the opinion expressed by the foreign 
ores* on thin Doinu but those wno are not afflicted 


with timorous dispositions wpeattothe four winds 
which blow on tne Boulevards, in order that all 
mixht bear, that the candidate for whom Pans has 
manifested the most symn&ihy 19 the defender of 
order, the maker of peace, the protector of the labor- 
ing classes—M. Jtues Simon. And what If Ganebetta 
is rather a stormy orator t they ask; he Is a meri- 
dional and his blood is hot; that la ail In speech, 
however; besides, when he does rave and s'torm about 
In the tribune like a wounded panther, is it not ail 
for tbe liberty of the press and sake of the journalist 
dragged off to prison t Aud Bancel f Weil, after 
all, jbancel, he nas- has been elecled against that 
mum-co.ored Einue Ollivlcr, in Parts; hut hasn't 
Bancel been an exile, and has not he got something 
to say to the Chamber about constitutions In other 
parts of the world to a set ot conservatives whose 
longest journeys are from their libraries at Dome to 
the Palais Bourbon.? Now it comes to Picard. Well, 
bnt we could not do without bun. Picara forever; 
that's his name. Can't he bite r And who is bitterer 
than he against the Prefect? He is tne only man 
who has stopped M. Hanssmann, and without him 
who Knows but what, when the Baron had dissected 
and quartered our capital, and then drawn out its 
very inaides, we should not have been put under 
ground for manure, so heartily does Baron Haa&s~- 
mana hate all Parisians? This la a small pictorial 
sketch of what the people talk about m answer to 
abuse irom abroad. 
The London Times has changed quarters, by the 
fray. 1 do not repeat this as a bit of news, or myself 
think It is a novelty. I only aca e mat the Times has 
rejoiced the Xappm. and the Gaulois, and the Ftyy.ro, 
the Temps and the iiecte, by its opinion on French 
elections. It says something which 1 do not verbally 
quote, because scanned over in a hurry at the Hotel 
de Ville, but to the effect that it is doubtful whether 
if universal suffrasre had prevailed under the govern- 
ment of July the policy of Louis Philippe would ever 
nave been condemned by the inhabitants or his capi- 
tal as the principle of the empire has thus been con- 
demned. Further on it says that the iraoK adop- 
tion or ministerial responsibility, the concession to 
the Chamber or the right of initiating legislation—In 
a word, the restoration or parliamentary1 govern- 
ment may conciliate the feeling which now exists, 
and that it is by such means only the Emperor can 
expect to mitigate tlie opposition which has now 
become dynastic- 


No d»iK>t that tins is an perfectly true, only the 
time is not far distant when the English treated 
the French (through the Timesi to a dinerent appre- 
ciation of their capacities. 
They were told that if 
not governed by a hand of iron, if not held bact 
like a high mettled steed the guillotine would again 
be in the enjoyment of public functions. 
It is incontestable that before the advent of Na- 
poleon UL France did not know what it could do, 
and IT the following sentences which I cite and 
have come across in one of the present Emperor's 
own works were acted on France would not care 
to know more. The title page 13 "Progress":— 


When a man puU himself at tho bead of Progress it fol- 
lows him; when a man likes Progress it comes along and 
walks by his side; but when & man turns aud gooa right 
against it fie is sura to be overturned. 


It is a comfort after these words to add that the be- 
lief is Napoleon III. means them. At present a. coup 
d'Sto£ is not idoKed forward to, bnt a certain change 
18 greatly hoped for. The Prince Napoleon has daily 
interviews with his cousin, and from what Jt have 
gathered 1 can vouch, lor the following from his Jaa- 
jesty:—"Ees," he said, looking over some liberal 
measures proposed by Prince Napoleon, "these are 
very fine and desirable, but no one will believe they 
are being carried ont under Rouher." 
The disappointment felt in truth at the Minlstere 
d'Etat when successive telegrams there conveyed the 
result of the elections was extreme. The Emperor, 
on the contrary, was calm and appeared very satis- 
fled to Snow the truth. 
He remained np the 
larger 
portion 
or 
the 
night, 
and., 
with 
the exception of the defeat of B. Ollivier, expressed 
no astonishment. He refused to take rest until 
he 
had 
in 
all 
the 
despatches 
from tha 
provinces, and since then has shown some delight 
at the-elevation of E. Ollivier In the Department of 
Tar. It is not doubted In official circles here that 
E. OlllTier will be nominated a minister in some ser- 
vice or other. Anecdotes abound on this candidate, 
who is cordially detested in Paris. The papers say 
that when the telegram was brought him to an- 
nounce his election at Var he trembled and read it 
while the bearer was waiting to have his receipt 
book signed; then, in ecstasies, put a Napoleon ana 
e. franc in the man's hand, instead of two one franc 
pieces. The bearer objected to so mnch.generosity. 
"Fray Keep it," said Emile the Second (Emile de 
Glrardlu Is the First), "it is not too mnch for the 
good news ;" there were 16,000 votes, so that makes 
jast one franc and six sons lor each thousand. 
Emile got them cheap. 
Before closing I wish to draw the attention of your 
readers to a marked change in the Emneror's 
opinions since the year 1863. it may be remembered 
what a quarrel and rupture took place bef.veen 
Napoleon HI. and his cousin, m consecmence of 
the speech made by the latter in May at Ajaccio-. 
The objectionable parts are In the prouramme advo- 
cated by Emile Ollivier to-day. They were quoted by 
the Prince from Napoleon I., wnen too lave, after 
the disasters of 1815, and he saw what he should 
have done. 
Whether ho felt and believed what he 
wrote and said is of no importance now; it suQlcGS 
that he wrote and said what I reproduce and what 
Prince napoleon repeated:— 


On my return to my country (novr glorious, calm and 
strong) I should hare proclaimed her limits to be immovable, 
all new increase of territory a&U-natfonal; I should have 
taken my Eon as an associate in governing Che empire, my 
dictatorship would Bare been over and tny coniututlonal 
reign bars commenced. Paris would nave become tlie capi- 
tal of the world and the French Ina moat envied of all 
naUons. 


Sapolcon I. said once to Los Cases:— 
England, France and tbe United StaU-«—thpjto nre th« 


sources from which \rlll dart the light of tlie truriu, beuatise 
of constitutional liberty. 


Again he said at Cannes:— 
I hare proceeded from the ranks of the people, and tho 
popular 11 bre beats for me; let them ronm: let them have 
free debates, free electors, responsible ministers, «ai»cciiUly 
a free press; It is abKurd to stiliu It. 


And once, in an open sitting of State councillors, 
lie exclaimed:— 


II Is for yonr OTTB Interests, apparent!?, that you now 
want to restrict the liberty of the prcus; fo'r my part I Bhall 
be quite a stronger to all this In tbe future. Tbe press baa 
exhausted Itself on me wblla I wa» away, 1 defy It to ao 
worse or pick up a new accusation against me. 


The last words dictated by Napoleon I. to his son 
•were:— 


Tell my son he Is French, before nnr r ther t-onsf deration, 
and that wheu he comes to reign h* must let France tiaya 
liberty. 


These were the citations, arid when Prmco Napo- 
leon finished his speech he addea:— 


Ob, Corslcans, let us act all In unity for the triumph of 
thene Inseparable principles, nationalities, tbe grandeur of 
Hie nation and liberty. My task la done if you, lifce myself, 
are convinced that the mission of Napoleon I. wits, through 
his dictatorship, to prepare the nation for emancipation.

Tlie i'aris Journals, having now before them tbe 


results of tne elecilons all over France, arc able to 
express their impressions on the signification of 
the returns. 
They all agree in considering the 


nation to have rejected In the most decided man- 
ner every opinion of a jiisle-iiiateit, character and 
to have divided the country into two clcarly-deflned 
camps — revolutionists and supporters of tliu present 
government. The semi-oillcial journals declare that 
they rejoice at the verdict thus given, as tlie present 
dynasty will henceforth have no difficulty in know- 
ing who lire its enemies and w ho its friends. 
Tho 


organs ot the iwr> -parti do not attempt to cxtenuatp 
tho total discbmaturo of their candidates; whereas 
the portion of the press which represents extreme 
opinion while rejoicing at the success obtained 
seems alnioet scared at the possible consequences 
and counsel moaeration to their friends. Having 
thus briefly signified the general tendencies of each 
great party we proceed to give some extracts, com- 
mencing with tlie subjoined from the ffcHals;—

Out of the Dve 
deputies chosen in ParU at trie nrst trial there are 
three who were supported by the liberal conserva- 
tives as well as by the radicals; we shall soon see 
what part tiic two others will play in tho Legisla- 
tive C'namuer. iln the meantime M. Gambeita, 
the 
elected of the flrst circumscription, will 
ao well, unless ha desires to astonish tne world by 
his Ingratitude, to go and pay visits or acknowledg- 
ment to those members of the government who 
conceived t*ie idea of prosecuting the originators or 
the Baudln subscription; for, without tne speech 
which that allatr jjave mm an opportunity ol pro- 
nonnciqg, he certainly would not hav0 gained an 
snfrance Into the Chamber. Nor should the radical 
party lorgct that the adroitness wttn which tlia third 
circumscription was remodelled In 1867, at a moment 
when the government aimed at glvlne a check to M. 
Ollivier, singularly contributed to the success of M. 
Bancei.- Tne complete transformation of the second 
circumscription liau Also had the effect of enlisting 
ugalnut M. Tillers numerous battalions Of radicals, 
w no, in voting tor Count d'Alton-sn/'e, had a Iare« 
share In preventing the illustrious orator rrom trl- 
uniplimg af. tho first ballot.

Affairs here are to a delightful maze of entangle- 


ment, and I shall praise myself to myself as a re- 
martable genius if I succeed in reducing the account 
nto comprehensible, common-sense English. 


Everybody has changed his plans and principles 


since January, 1863. and that gives a racy flavor of 
variety to the curiously involved change or conse- 
quences. In 1867 PresidentOabral and Samana were 
played against St. Thomas and Denmark by Mr. 
Seward, who has a tenderness for kings, Icebergs 
and 
earthquakes, and 
while this game was

When 
he was ousted 
by 
Baez 
and 
had 


compared notes in his lodgings, at St. Thomas, with 
tbe Danish officials he was disgusted to learn that 
he had only betel used to bait the hook thrown out 
to catch St. Thomas. Cabral was educated in Eng- 
land, and. his soul is stupid in a profound respect 
for ner glory and greatness. The blandishments of 
Seward Inred him temporarily from his first love; 
but he returned to hia allegiance when he awoke to 
find nlmselT dnped and cast aside by the smooth 
and versatile Seward. 


^vhile Cabral was American his great rival (Baez) 


was, on the contrary, quite philo-European. Eis 
party denounced the sale of Bamana as a "treason-

great mutual benefit, but tnat every form 'of negotia- 
tion on the question of Samana most be opened by 
the Washington Cabinet and tate the shape of a dis- 
tinct and formal proposition from the United States. 
Mr. Seward Spent upwards of a year in vain efforts 
to bring Baez to some fatal committal, but he found 
his match in the "Talleyrand of the Antilles." 
Meanwhile er-President Cabral made a visit to Ja- 
maica, and spent some pleasant days witn his old 
friend Geffrard, of Haytl, at that retired chief's pic- 
turesque residence in the pimento groves of St. An- 
drews. Geffrard is more English than Victoria, and 
they both agree that Uncle Sain was not to be trusted 
in St. Domlugo, and that it was necessary to keep 
that island out of the claws of the spread eagle. 
The British officials in Jamaica were unanimously of 
the same opinion, but the native born citizens 
of that chanuiHff island did not. see it so strongly. 
Wfien Cabral sought to raise arms and roomy to 
attack Bae7. he fouud his proposed loan did not take 
well. Still lie ra'sed some means, and went over to 
Jacmel to form an alliance with the eacoa-— first, for 
tne overthrow or tneir own government, and then to 
march with those victorious troops into the Domini- 
can territory and upset liauz. It so happened, bow- 
ever, that after being shut np several months m tue 
besieged town of Jacmel, Cabral was tasen down 
by fever, and was forced to return to St. Thomas. 
So sure were his partisans that he would return a 
conqueror that they sent on minute details of battles, 
as If already fought and won, to the Northern press, 
and even the Jamaica papers were duped Into pub- 
lishing those well got up accounts. But what was 
mere Hctlon In 1S08 may prove measurably true in 
1869. Cabral has actually put foot within Hie Do- 
minican UmltE, 
and la at this moment in 
possession of 
the devastated

till now been, perhaps unwisely, held by the 
Dominican troops under Don Valentin Baez. The Caco 
freebooters nave always infested this region, and

The splcc of the matter la that the 
men who have opposed this system so loug were tlio 
very ones who forced Baez to auopt it at hist, when 
he thought it too late and not aavisable after Cabral 
had in reality placed himself ut the head or the 
invading lorcc.

This government will Have a rather 
better force; bant has not oeut many men. though 
It nas despatched arms and supplies to the oilluors 
holding tht (Vzua line of defence.

Haez ana Cabral are not alone In having changed 
their old preferences for European or Amuncua toes 
of policy. Many of the most oaKer partisans for an- 
nexation are bearing from St. Thomas, which has 
recanted all ita v ows. of allegiance to tuu Union, that 
the (Jolted states tariff and the United states debt 
would devour the HfebJood of either or all Ihe West 
India islands. Free trade, under European protec- 
tion, has Its warm disciples, and the wannest amonu: 
those who were the Hrst to broach the idea of 
anunexutlon. One of these, a leading member of 
the Senate, said, "I shall advocato annexation 
through all this year of 18fi», or so lung as it i"j agi- 
tated in Washlnglon, but from tlie lirut ntroke of 
1370 1 shall forget annexation and think only of the 
confederation of the Antilles on tcee trade prin- 
ciples." 
On tbe newly launched boat of a free trade Antil- 
les, confederated under European protection winch 
shall olso^modiate ror tho independence of Cuba as 
part of tho programme. Cabrai and his party arc 
trying to climb and steer themselves into nower 
with and by it. This complication of parties and 
Ideas Is confusing <moueh. but It IK far Irom ail 
or it. There are conflicts of European and American 
pretenders to bank, railroad and mining charters, 
aod their rights, chances, prospects and privileged 
have been deliberately fitted against each other by 
Baez in order to* seoure a government loan for his 
administration and leavo nothing for his enemies. I 
havo written before on this feature of Dominican 
policy, but every week or two, there la a new point 
added or an old one dropped out of the list of enter- 
prises. 
Tne spring rains arc due, bnt they have

Azn& to the island of buoni is suffering from 
tho drought. It has been an advantage to tne road 
projectors, however, and most convenient for your 
correspondent, who has thereby had a chance to get 
positive Information as to tne state of each of tho 
Beven divisions of tho Dominican republic.

Mr. Kcll, another English engineer, came in from 
Samana a few days since, with his report on the 
co&l formations.

«nc« in tho nuvrWt, closely following Mr. O'Snlli- 
rau, who bought largely for Now rort parties, 
tad doubled tae pnoe of property to Hainan*. 
Mr. Hartmout has not succeeded m arranging for 
a loan, as another party had oiiered more satisfac- 
tory terms In canaectlon with a bant charter, but 
he Das received a charter for a railroad iroin Monte 
Cristl. on the Borders of Haytu to and through the 
Tena Keai to the head waters o( tne run», with me 
right to navigate that river down to its mouth on 
the Bay of Samana.

Harvard's "Style." 


BOSTON, June 7. 1886. 


In anch a contest as the earning international affair 


between Harvard and the two great English univer- 
sities It will undoubtedly be Interesting to those 
curious la regard to the mysteries of "training" to 
find some enlightenment in the statement of the 
actual process now being undergone by the Harvard 
.crew. 


Of all Ideas of training, of all the pet theories and 


fancies of trainers, Harvard training is the freest 
and Includes the most general and varying: diet. 
You see gaunt-faced fellows, oa whose bodies 
you can 
count the nbs and remari the 


deeply-lined muscles. But you gee nothing hag- 
gard In tkeir faces; no dogged-lookinj? men, 
with their months down at the corners; no 
blue lines round the eyes. Instead, 
cheerful, 


eager faces, belonging to men who live with satisfac- 
tion and whose worK agrees with them. They do 
not chew smooth pebbles or bullets to keep the 
saliva circulating. They do not stint themselves to 
one pint of water a day, and the consequence is that 
beneath a dark coating of tan there glows the 
ruddy tinge of health, and the natural springs of life 
flourish and grow strong under the wholesome 
stimulus of exercise and appetite. 


What of these ideas are purely American and what 


coincide with tne coda of llvlnz of their English 
rivals may be well worth understanding-, so that 
when the test really comes Americans will know 
what have been the rules of the American training 
which influence the result on the race day. Promi- 
ment, 
then, 
in the American course is the 
exposure of the body to the sun. 
What pe- 
culiar efficiency there may be in this it is not easy 
to detine. >Ve only know that the ancient Romans 
set apart on each day a certain time for eunnius 
themselves—a race whose physique Jives in their 
models ot wonderful development and natural 
grace. Cicero and Pliny wrote of taeir little basks 
in the sun. Many physicians advise their pale and 
sallow patients to keep the sunny side <*f the street. 
Every one Knows the value of saving tne sun lay in 
the apartment in which he spends his time. It is 
natural, it is strengthening, this living in tne sun, 
this bronzing the skin. That the frame may be 
inured to fatigue men must bear the burden and 
he.tt of the clay. While in this country we are 
parched by the son's rays ror weeks together. Eng- 
lishmen are carrying their umbrellas for fear of a 
shower hall a dozen times a day. Now it is iu the 
heat 
of the 
day, 
while the 
laborer 
takes 
his nooning, that Ihe Harvard 
crew push 
their 
boat 
from 
too raft 
sor 
a 
sweat, 
since one can hardly o»U the creat beads of water 
which shine on their backs and ooze Irom every 
pore by chemorepolito torinol perspiration. The sun 
beating down upon their uncovered bodies fits them 
out with an even coat of tan tnat at once tells the 
regiment to wlncli they beionjr. 
This, then, is ono of the peculiarities of the Ameri- 
can code which JsngMshinen have not adopted. Very 
likely thia arises from the fact that they do not pos- 
sess streams which are sudHcient-Iy unfrequented to 
allow of this degree of nudity, or else It is In keeping 
with their ideas of training which demand some pro- 
tection or sometblngto take up moisture from the 
body. Many able physicians advocate wearing Baa- 
nela the year round on account ot the equality of 
temperature which they insure to the body. Ail this 
may do for the weaK and debilitated, but without 
exposure men would never become toughened, 
it is as toughening to endure heat as cold, 
and 
thus 
become Inured 
to 
changes 
or 
climate and temperature; oil this is InciuUed in the 
regimen of the Harvard crew. I heard an English- 
man, on the boathouse raft, say the other day that 
if the rowing men of his country should expose 
themselves as those of Harvard do—lying around 
half stripped, with an easterly wind blowing and a 
hot sun overhead—It would kill them. Hut the Har- 
vard crew still lives; rain or shine, eolu or hot, row 
they must and row they do, over a certain btretcli of 
water.

I allude ta 
the flue white suiphur spring which has been opened 
on the road to the lake, about two miles ficin tha 
village. It has been developed by the EnreKa Sal- 
phur Spring Company, who have erected a commo- 
dious Datuinz establishment there, containing flrtar 
bathrooms, with all the n&ceasary appliances for hoc 
sulphur baths. Saratoga was long in need of such. 
aa addition to its other attractions. People after 
enjoying toe different class of waters here used t» 
visit Sharon or some other place ror sulphur, but 
now they have It on the spot in abundance.

St. Domln«o—An Important movement. 
The steamship Tybee, -which left our port 


yesterday as the pioneer of a line of steam- 
ers to St. Domingo, carried among her passen- 
gers a special commissioner from the govern- 
ment, tvitii orders to proceed to the Dominican 
republic and report upon its condition at an 
early day. Whether Mr. Hunt has higher se- 
cret Instructions we are not informed. This 
movement is an important one in many re- 
spects, and if the administration contemplates 
aright the new movements and combinations 
which are going on in the Antilles it may be 
prodnctive in the highest degree of good to 
our political and material interests. There is 
now an nnnsual activity in questions affecting 
all of the larger islands of the American Medi- 
terranean, and combinations both favorable 
and adverse to the United States are being 
widely discussed. 


Cuba is convulsed with the questions of 


revolution, independence and annexation. In 
St. Pomingo a policy of seeking admission to" 
our Union has been, discussed by President 
Baez, which has awakened efforts against him 
by Cabral, his former antagonist. In Hayti 
General Domingue, who is making a powerful 
resistance to Salnave, months ago wrote to 
Secretary Seward, seeking a protectorate for 
the territory he ruled. In Porto Rico a violent 
explosion against the Spanish rule is only kept 
down by a force of bayonets much larger than 
is warranted by the pecuniary resources 
of the island. 
In Jamaica the British 


government is exhibiting a sudden energy 
in restoring the harbor of Kingston, while the 
Governor, Sir John Peter Grant, is making 
extraordinary efforts to stimulate the material 
labors of the people. Coincident with these 
internal agitations we witness on the one hand 
a marked increase of the British, French and 
Spanish fleets in American waters, and, on the 
other, a prompt denial of a' disposition on the 
part of Mexico to sell territory, accompanied 
with a notable acknowledgment of the great 
increase in that dilapidated republic of the 
desire for an American protectorate over it. 


These outcroppings from the undercurrent 


of public opinion which is beginning to run so 
strongly in the countries south of us all point 
to the necessity for the adoption of a marked 
and final policy in the premises by our govern- 
ment. Mr. Scward felt this pressure from the 
march of events in his times and endeavored to 
meet its requirements; but his great mistake 
lay In adopting the trader's and not the states- 
man's view. He believed that all that was 
required was that an agent should present 
hirnaolf with a bag of gold in one hand and the 
American nag in the other, and that he had 
only to hoist the one as soon as the other had 
been accepted. In the pursuit of this petty 
and mischievous policy he received a signal 
rebuke from the Dominican republic in the 
Samana question, and from the Senate of the 
United States in that of St. Thomas. Both 
were merited, for the principles on which his 
course was founded were of the meanest and 
most contemptible kind. Questions of national 
importance merit a higher and a nobler style 
of treatment. 


Fifty years ago a policy was announced by 


President Monroe which acquired an extended 
influence in American politics and European 
Cabinets, because it expressed the sentiment 
of the American people. 
During two genera- 


tions that policy hM been the pole star of na- 


tional development oh this Coatlaenl, and the 
intimations and even threats of serums com- 
plications thai were to result from it have 
proved as idle as the summer breeze. That ( 
policy was adapted to its era and has consum- 
mated its work. It is no longer a question of 
founding new colonies or extending European 
inflnence orer old ones. The colonies have 
become nations, and national development has 
brought new needs and new demands. The 
•wonderful prosperity of the American people 
under our system of union has for a long time 
given impulse to a spirit of imitation in the 
countries south of us, and failure to attain the 
same results is now developing a desire to 
participate in our scheme of government and 
the material advantages which it brings. 


This development is giving rise to a coun- 


teracting spirit among the partisans of Euro- 
pean rule and European inflnence. 
Wherever 


we find the one we encounter the other, and 
at this moment both are working with remark- 
able activity in the islands of the American 
Mediterranean. 
There the European idea 


tafees the shape of a "free trade Antilles, con- 
federated under European protection and 
which shall mediate for the independence of 
Cuba." It is claimed by the partisans of tbis 
movement that the enormous debt of the 
United States will inflict an unbearable taxa- 
tion, 
while 
our 
high 
and 
protective 


tariff 
will 
destroy 
their 
trade 
and 


agriculture. The fallacy is an evident one; 
but yet in the hands of skilful politicians and 
diplomatists, and without counteraction and 
argument, it will produce effects which, for a 
long series of years to come, will be felt to our 
prejudice. It is likely to be the more successful 
from the indefinite form and aim of the pro- 
American feeling. No one can tell what is 
the best shape for it to take. On one side we 
find a protectorate to be the controlling form, 
while elsewhere it takes the equivocal name of 
annexation. 


The action, of our government should be 


addressed to the removal of these doubts and 
of this misapplication of terms. It is not pur- 
chase ; it is not acquisition; it is not annexa- 
tion. The true question for the nationalities 
south of us is the pure and simple question of 
admission to our Union. In this shape private 
feelings and public rights are respected and 
preserved. 
Equality before the law is its 


pedestal, and the preservation of the right of 
local legislation for local needs is the column 
of the argument. Herein lies the great impor- 
tance of the St. Domingo question as presented 
to us to-day. It will be the formula for the 
great national growth which is the sequence of 
the Monroe doctrine- It will consign filibus- 
terism and territorial purchase alike to the 
dead past. For these reasons it should be 
consigned to the ablest hands in the govern- 
ment, and when presented to Congress it 
should be accompanied by an expression of 
our national policy as consoeant with the 
leeling of the American people to-day as the 
expression of President Monroe was conso- 
nant with our national feeling fifty years ago.

The Printers' National Convention at Albany, 
by a vote "of 56 to 28, laid on the table a reso- 
lution for abolishing all distinctions of race 
and color

man, and as it is with the printers so it will be 
with all the other Trades Unions. They will 
all be arrayed against negro equality in their 
workshops, and the administration before long 
will hear from them at the polls. 


BROOKLYN GROWS.—The measure of 
her 


growth as a city may be seen in some points 
of detail in her expenditures. 
This year it 


costs her seven hundred and forty-two thou- 
sand dollars for her parks—to improve them, 
keep them in order and pay the interest 
on the debt incurred in their purchase. 
"This amount," says the Mayor, "is one 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars more 
than was raised by tax only ten years ago, 
to pay for gas, maintain the police, re- 
pairing and cleaning streets, salaries of public 
officers, and all other city expenses whatever." 


GRANT modestly refrains from forcing any 


view or will of his own in regard to important 
points of administration. 
He conceded all 


that was demanded by the nigger-loving poli- 
ticians of the North in appointing a nigger 
postmaster for Macon; and now he concedes 
all that is demanded by the carpot-bag radi- 
cals, who want the place, in promising to re- 
move the same poor nigger.

If a man felt 
an inclination to differ and cared about his 
bead he would leave, and settle in some com- 
munity of the other view. Thus we should be- 
come organized, and there would be political 
harmony everywhere. If communities came 
in collision there might be some little civil 
wars, but that would only bo what they have 
bad in Africa these thousands of years, and 
the sun shines on Africa still, as hot as ever.

All the old issues of the last eight years having 
been settled or used up, it is contended that 
unless the republicans can bring forward some 
new proposition appealing powerfully to the 
popular sentiment of the country the party 
will fall to pieces. 
Hence thia project of 


bringing the Alabama claims into the fore- 
ground. The idea is not a bad one as a party 
movement 
Since the American war of inde- 


pendence every political agitation of hostility 
to England has been a winning card with the 
American people. 
Jefferson and the eld re- 


publican party came into power in 1800 as the 
anti-English party against the federalists as 
the anti-French party. 
The republican party, 


;hus coming into the possession of the govern- 
ment, was so greatly strengthened by the war 
of 1812 against England that the federal or 
British party became at once a powerless mi-i 
nority, and from that time getting weaker and 
weaker till 1820 it wholly disappeared in the 
second election of Monroe. 


In 1824, the federalists being merged with 


the republicans, a new organization of parties 
was initiated in the Presidential scrub race of 
that year between Jackson, Adams, Crawford 
and Clay. This election was thrown into the 
House, where it resulted in the choice of 
Adams, as was charged, by "a bargain and 
sale" between Adams and Clay. Upon this 
cry Jackson was brought out again in 1828, 
and upon his victory of New Orleans over 
the British, against Adama as the so-called 
British party candidate, Old Hickory was 
triumphantly elected. 
It was 'the strong 


popular feeling of the country of hostility to 
England, intensified by the capture of Wash- 
ington and the burning of the national Capitol 
in 1814, that gave to Jackson his great popu-, 
larity; and thus the Jacksonian democratic 
party came into power. Nor could this party 
be ousted until, in 1840, the whigs took up 
General Harrison as their candidate, a man 
who had also gained his victory over the 
British in the war of 1812. 
Thus the great 


gun of the democracy as the auti- British party 
was spiked, and they suffered a smashing 
defeat. 


But in 1844, on the cry of "Texas and 


Oregon.—fifty-four 
forty 
or fight" (a war 


with England)—the democratic party came in 
again; and in 1848 they were again beaten, 
this time by General Taylor, not only as the 
hero of Buena Vista, hut as a hero of the war 
of 1812 against England. From Taylor down 
to the election of Lincoln the slavery question 
swallowed up all other questions in our politi- 
cal contests; but even upon the slavery ques- 
tion the democrats used to some purpose the 
cry that the abolitionists were but the tools of 
England, bought by British gold, to assist in 
her grand design of breaking up the Union on 
the slavery agitation. This, because it was 
substantially true, was always a strong card 
for the democrats. 


From the outbreak of our Southern rebellion 


down to this day it has been the good fortune 
of the republicans to stand as the Union war 
party against the South, against the Northern 
democratic party and against England. 
The 


republicans thus hold the inside track on these 
Alabama claims, and in agitating the settle- 
ment involved in Senator Sumner's exposition 
they have nothing to lose, but everything to 
gain. As Jackson upon his glorious slaughter 
of the British redcoats at New Orleans secured' 
the Irish vote of this country to the demo- 
cratic party, so, now, a republican party move- 
ment promising a difficulty to England, which 
will be Ireland's opportunity, may win the Irish 
vote and leave the forlorn democracy hard 
aground.

republican simplicity." Does the Mayor sup- 
pose that the children of the public schools are 
taught music for twelve thousand dollars a 
year ? The pianos that are bought with this 
money and the teachers that are paid are 
among the most efficient part of the school 
machinery in developing the better part of the 
intellect. Tue children are taught only so 
much of music as gives a cadenced step in 
marching together in and out of school, and 
enables them to sing together some fine little 
patriotic songs, and these things lighten study 
and are better ia the end than even much 
arithmetic and a stupendous smattering of 
geography. ^ 


Tbe New Indian CommlMlon. 


President Grant has given no surer sign of 


his desire and intention to carry out his famous 
motto—"Lot us have peace"—than his recent 
order regulating the management of Indian 
affairs. The nine regulations of this order are 
all in conformity with the spirit of the eighth 
of them, by which the officers of the govern- 
ment connected with the Indian service are 
enjoined to co-operate with the Commissioner 
in the most earnest manner to the extent of 
their proper powers in the general work of 
civilizing the Indians, protecting them in their 
legal rights and inducing them to become 
industrious citizens in permanent homes, 
instead of following a roving and savage life. 
Almost all plans—including the horrible and 
infamous plan of extermination—have been 
tried, and ineffectually tried, with the Indians. 
But the reservation plan, which has proved 
signally successful with the Chcrokces, Creeks 
and Scminoloo, justifies the hope that it will 
not fail if honestly and systematically applied 
to other Indian tribes. It will do some- 
thing towards wiping out the national dis- 
grace incurred by the treatment, equally 
bungling and cruel, to which, for the most 
part, the Indians have been hitherto subjected, 
if the principles and practice of William Penn 
shall be successfully revived. At all events 
it ia worth while to make tit* experiment of th« 


Quaker plan of confcroUwK th« red men.

WM "a happy thought'1 to pl»ce an Indian at 
toe head of the Bureau" of Indian Affairs. 
Commissioner Parker, in. b.1? Instructions to 
the army officers assigned to o^'iy as Indian 
agents and superintendents, says :->"!' bein« 
tie" wish of the government of the United" .States 
to collect the Indians and locate them in pC?- 
manent abodes upon reservations, and reason- ' 
able appropriations having been made to assist 
them in sustaining themselves — after such per- 
manent location — by the pursuits of civilized 
life, you are earnestly requested to use your 
best endeavors iu co-operating to advance this 
humane and wise policy." It is devoutly to 
be hoped that this new Indian policy will 
prove to be no less successful than it is humane 
and wise. 


Tbe Result of the French Elections. 
Our latest newa from Paris confirms what 


we have said before in regard to the elections. 
Out of Paris, and in the departments generally, 
the government candidates have been success- 
ful. 
Paris as a whole has gone against the 


government. It was not otherwise with Paris 
on the occasion of the general elections IB 1863. 
Then as now the government was beaten in 
every circumscription. The only difference is 
that in the present instance the opposition 
elements are stronger. It is the general opinion. 
that the opposition will be numerically stronger 
than it has been since Napoleon mounted the 
French throne. 
It is not long since the oppo- 


sition numbered but five members. Last year 
the number was twenty-five. Now it is calcu- 
lated that there will be not fewer than ninety 
or ninety-four sturdy oppositionists whom M. 
Bonher will have to face. It is certain that 
when the next session of the Chambers is 
opened Napoleon will be compelled to make 
up his mind either to go forward and grant 
further Parliamentary privileges, or to go 
backward, arresting the progress of the popular 
power by a fresh coup d'etat. This formidable 
opposition must in some way be quieted. 
How will Napoleon do tt? 
Will he silence 


them by force ot will he humor them by grant- 
ing further reform ?

French Cable. 


Mr. Attorney General Hoar has gone beyond 


his official duty to aid a telegraph monopoly 
and to throw cold water on transoceanic tele- 
graph enterprises. 
We do not say that he did 


this designedly or from an improper motive, 
for there Is no evidence of that ; but neverthe- 
less the fact is apparent that he has exceeded 
his duty, and that the effect will be to delay 
or prevent the French cable and other trans- 
oceanic cables being laid, to the manifest ad- 
vantage of existing monopolies. 
He has 


delivered an opinion to Mr. Peter Cooper to 
the effect that foreign telegraph companies 
cannot laud cables on the shores of the United 
States without the express permission of Con- 
gress, and that no Statj of the Union has the 
power over its own shores to grant such a 
concession. No State, he holds, can concede 
any franchise of this sort to foreigners, for the 
sovereignty of the United States over terri- 
tory, by the law of nations, extends to at least 
the distance of one marine league from its 
shores. 
Then he maintains that the laying 


and working of telegraph, cables 
comes 


within 
the 
power 
of 
Congress 
to 


regulate 
commerce with foreign 
nations. 


Notwithstanding Mr. Hoar's dictum, it is 
a question whether the transmission of in- 
telligence by telegraph cables— the conversa- 
tion, so to speak, between people of different 
countries — comes under the head of commerce. 
Suppose the people o? Canada and the State of 
New York chose to hold speaking intercourse 
across the Niagara river, if their voices could 
reach or they were to use speaking trumpets, 
could the federal government stop them till a 
special act of Congress for that purpose were 
obtained? Will any one admit such an ab- 
surdity ? Yet what is the difference between 
communicating in this way and the transmis- 
sion of thought by telegraph cables ? It does 
not seem to us that this is commerce in the 
sense of the constitution or that Congress has 
the power alone to regulate it. Hair-splitting 
lawyers like Mr. Hoar are too apt to loae sight 
of great and general principles and to decide 
wrong. But there was no necessity for such 
an opinion at all. The Attorney General is 
not required to answer the questions of letter 
writers or private individuals. 
His duty is 


simply to give an opinion when called upon by 
the administration as one of the branches of 
the government, and to defend, when brought 
before him officially, the constitution and laws 
of the United States. By thus exceeding his 
duty he has suffered himself to be the tool of 
monopolists and may deprive the people of 
this country of the advantages of more ocean 
telegraphs and a healthy rivalry. 
Hia dictum, 


however. Is not law, and we hope the French 
cable company or any other will go on with 
the work and test the question in a practical 
manner.

Decline <rf American Commercial and Ship* 


pin* Interest*. 


We publfohed the other day a synopsis of 


the latest monthly report, No. 24, of the 
Deputy Special Commissioner of the Revenue, 
in charge of the Bureau of Statistics, showing 
the statistics of our commerce and navigation 
for the months of October, November and 
December, 1868, and for the year ending 
December 31, I8G8. 


The salient point of this report is its irre- 


futable testimony to the rapid and lamentable 
decline of American commercial and shipping 
interests. It appears from the statistics for 
the last three months of 18G8 that over fifty- 
seven per cent of our imports, forty-one and 
one-half per cent of our domestic exports and 
ninety per cent of our re-exports for the period 
mentioned have' been transported in foreign 
vessels. 


In 1855 Mr. Bright could say in the British 


Parliament:—"In ship building industry the 
United States not only compete with but in 
some respects excel this country." And the 
official records of Great Britain show that ia 
1860-61 the tonnage of American sea-going 
vessels exceeded that of Great Britain by 
695,181 tons in 1860, and by 732,987 tons in 
1861. 
"To-day this supremacy has passed to 


Great Britain, and our rival is rapidly secur- 
ing a monopoly of the world's commerce." 
The Secretary of the Treasury, in his report 
for 1868, adverted to the fact that "while Ame- 
rican tonnage iu our foreign trade has fallen 
off foreign tonnage has greatly increased;" 
adding that "the condition of our steam ma- 
rine is in a lower condition even than that o( 
our sailing vessels." These facts he illustrated 
by the most alarming statistics. Mr. Hamilton 
A. Hill, in a recent paper prepared for the 
National Board of Trade, shows that the 
absolute decline In our foreign tonnage from 
1861 to 1867 was fifty-four per cent, or nearly 
1,500,000 tons, leaving it less than one-third 
of what in 1857 we should have been justified 
by past experience in estimating what it would 
be in 1867. 
Mr. Franklin W. Smith, Treasurer 


of the Atlantic Works in Boston, commenting 
on this statement, says in his pamphlet entitled 
"Wooden Ships Superseded by Iron," that the 
gross foreign steam tonnage of the United 
States presents a still more unfavorable con- 
trast. The estimate of Great Britain in 1867 
was 775,000, that of the United States 175,520 
tons, making a difference of 699,480 tong. 
This difference of nearly 600,000 tons js more 
than the combined commercial steam tonnage 
of the United States and Great Britain five 
years ago. 


The question naturally arises, Why this 


rapid supersedure of American by British 
tonnage ? Mr. Smith affirms that the statis- 
tics given of the abandonment of wooden 
ships on the Clyde for iron, in the construction 
of which America can compete with Britain at 
far less advantage than in wood, reveal a con- 
clusive answer. He cites a signal example of 
the vexatious and mortifying disadvantage of 
American artisans in their rivalry with British. 
An American house in Canton had lately sent 
to Boston the specifications of an iron steamer 
for purposes of estimate, as an order of tha 
Shanghae 
Navigation 
Company, but was 


finally compelled to contract for it in England. 
' 'With natural preferences for the work of their 
countrymen they were compelled to expend 
the capital in development of British skill and 
the increase of British wealth, endowing thus 
more abundantly industrial schools for future 
Alabamas." While the ship yards and ma- 
chine shops of America are idle, for five miles 
along the Clyde are heard the din and clangor 
of iron, under the strokes of British workmen, 
who are now building* more ships than all the 
world beside. None who pass along our New 
Ydrk piers can fail to notice the prevalence of 
the British flag above our national ensign. 
"The British now maintain," says Mr. Smith, 
"one 
hundred 
and 
sixty-four 
lines 
of 


steamers to foreign countries, employing an 
immense fleet of ships, many of large size. 
Sixty-eight steamers of English nationality 
ply between the ports of the United States and 
Europe, while an American seeks ia vain to 
return homeward by steam from a British 
port under the American flag." On the other 
hand, the instability of our revenue laws and 
their discriminating and partial character 
have combined to hasten the decline of Ame- 
rican commerce and shipping. While, as Mr. 
Smith demonstrates in his interesting pam- 
phlet, existing disabilities press heavily upon 
American commerce and industry, 
foreign 


nations afford all possible encouragement and 
protection to their marine. France and Eng- 
land remit tue duties and taxes on materials 
and articles used in building and outfitting 
ships. Prussia, since she has represented 
consolidated Germany—a first class Power— 
is eagerly 
fostering 
her commerce and 


specially protecting ship building of iron. 


Surely, in view of the discreditable contrast 


presented by the depression of commerce and 
ship building in the United States, it will be 
the duty of Congress to seek and apply some 
remedy for BO great a national evil.

Bntshe won't naveit at the price demanded, 
and the opera, OoujTe season,at the Franc.ais there- 
fore closes without another solitary nourish, some 
of tne members of the company of the Theatre Fran- 
cais depart for Europe to-day, and others follow 
suit on Saturday. Rose-Bell remains In this coun- 
try for another year or two. We understand that 
Manager Grau lias renounced the frothy extrava- 
gance of opera bmiffe, if not forever more, at least 
for tiie present. Mr. Fisk, Jr., who advertises him- 
self as the' "proprietor of French opera," can 
henceforth have it all to himself. •

iEleventfa Annual Report, 


The eleventh annual report of tlie Chamber or Com- 


merce of tlie State of New Tort for tbe year ending 
May l, 1869, has Jost been issued. It forms a hand- 
some volume of 250 pages, the first loo of which are 
devoted to detailed reports or the regular and special 
meetings of tne Chamber durin? tae year, and the 
remainder of tne boot is occupied wita exhaustive 
special reports on various branches of trade and sta- 
tistics of trade and finance. 


The report giving a general review of the proceed- 


ings of the Chamber dnnnsr tne year is included, but 
from

the most important deliberations aud recommenda- 
tions of the Chamber Is gleaned. On May 2, ises, a 
special committee, lo •wnichinadbeen referred a let- 
ter rrora United States Senator Korean upon the 
general subject of immigration, reported that tb.0

acted by the European governments, are welt calcu- 
lated to secure to emigrants to this country ail the 
safety and comfort which can reasonably be claimed, 
and that the complaints arise not so much, from au 
absence of proper rejrulations In tbe ports of em- 
barkation as from srross violations of existing laws ;

In this cit7. At tne same meeting a long and inte- 
resting letter from the Chamber of Commerce of 
Geneva waa read, which earnestly recommended in 
the Interest of commerce the rapid contraction of tho 
paper currency of the United States, George W. 
Bluut was unanimously re-elected a member of the 
Board of Commissioners of Pilots for the term of two 
years at a special meeting, called for tbe purpose 
of holding such election, May 23d, 1868. At the 
monthly irwetine held June 7, 1SC8, a resolution waa 
passed to the effect tbat a liigh tax on distilled spirits 
had been demonstrated a failure, aud advising a re- 
duction of the tax to flfcy cents per proof gallon. A 
special committee of the Chamber waited upon the 
Chinese Embassy, then just arrived in New York, 
and were received by Mr. BurliiTKame with every 
mark of disitueuishert consideration. No meottnjrs 
were held during tne months of July and August, 
many of the merchants being absent from the clty.

The public press several years ago were mere than 
once called upon by persons who pretended to 
know of what they affirmed to denounce the quality 
of certain articles of food furnished the cauets; but 
upon investigations being made no foundation for 
the complaints was discovered. The proof of 
the pudding is in the eating, however, and this 
cutter affair showed quite plainly that sometimes 
there are foundations lor charges made against the 
supplying of the cadet mess. .The Board of visitors 
or last year, in their annual report, sta»e that tliey 
found "tne food excellent," about which there can 
lie no doubt, but whose fault was it that fonr or flve 
months after the report was^rabttshed a certain arti- 
cle of food was found so bad, in the opinion of the 
cadets, that it could not be touched. It cannot be 
that "excellent food" prevails only when official 
•visitors come about, else the thing would be ex- 
posea and Hie reduction of cadet officers to the ranks 
ne more frequent for allowing the path in front of the 
•mess hall to *>e strewn with rejected bread and but- 
ter or something apparently more substantial. Be

It 
te a very easy thing to have the mess supplies 
properly inspected every day, ana then, if anything 
goes wrong, the authorities will know who to hold 
responsible, and there will be no more necessity for 
reducing cadet officers to the ranks for throwing ob- 
jectionable food into the. roadway. In justice to tne 
authorities I would say that they contend that the 
butter thrown out by the cadets was of the same 
•quality they themselves were using at their own 
tables and with which they found no fault.

A FOKTOOV DRHI_ 


The graduating class had a pontoon drill this 


afternoon, which drew together a very large cather- 
Ing or spectators, principally visitors from 
the 
hotels. The drill toofc place from the shore just 
•westward of the Cemetery grounds, and was a 
practical Illustration of how rapidly a pontoon 
bridge can be thrown across a stream and made 
•trone enough to bear the weight of tne heaviest 
ordnance. The work of constructing the bridge was 
•very simple, and was aa follows:—Four not very 
heavy sticks of wood, about fifteen feet in length, 
Joined together so as to make a sort of frame- 
work, with an open 
space between each of 


two strips which formed one side of the frame, were 
first selected, and then the frame was placed on a 
piece of waterproof canvas suaiciently large to 
cover the whole woodwork. The canvas was then 
tied tightly with ropes over the strips, so as to make 
a sort of air-tight compartment of the whole thing, 
when it was launched into the river, several of 
these affairs, which are called pontoon boats, were 
Joined together during the anil, thus forming a com- 
paratively safe btlflga To test it a piece of ordnance 
•was drawn over the boats quite successfully. Eai h 
fcoat was constructed in less than ten minutes, 
althongh the wind was blowing fiercely and the 
waves ran very high at the time, which naturally 
Impeded the progiess of the drill to a great extent.
